“lUily is a great country, with skill- 
ful and intelligent workers and great 
resotirees, but wages are too low to 
provide a strong economy^ Stronger 
tnide unions could conceivably pro- 
vide the (economic pressure needed to 
raise wages so as to Increase domestic 
purchasing power as has been done 
in the United States* But that is a 
111 at ter for Italy to decide. Her peo- 
ple may prefer to continue their pol* 
icy of improving their standard of 
li%dng through political action, by 
having government tax employers for 
additional deferred social security 
benefits rather than to support unions 
strong enough to obtain wage in- 
creases directly from employers* 

“For example, the industry' -wide 
ivage contract in the Italian electrical 
manufacturing industry provides for 
an average minimum wage of f* cents 
an hour. To this is added differenti- 
als in incentive pay, piecework, liv- 
ing coat, and 'revaluations’ thnt bring 
the total take-home pay to 
cents an hour. That is all the woi ker 
has to spend- But the employe i: pays 
out nn additional cents an hour 

to the government to cover old age, 
illness, unemployment and other fu- 
ture benefits* That makes his mini- 
mum wage load 41. g cents an hour. 
tn p rue I ice, he adds more than that 
to the cost of his pnaiuct because 
he must pay the social security ben- 
efits even when his woj'kers are idle.

"I told my Italian friends that 
American trade unions look upon 
social security as partial insurance 
against temporary wage loss and not 
a sub-stitute for wages* Our workers 
want their wages in cash that can 
be spent or invested iiTi mediately; 
some workers even spend their wages 
in advance by buying goods — includ- 
ing even government bonds — <m the 
installment plan* It is part of our 
confidence in an expanding economy*’*

But 
us the muriihs rolled l»y, price controls grew weaker 
and weaker, and in stern reality, wages ended up 
tire only item aelnally controlled. 

As labor Isegins to operate again in a tree economy, 
the A.F, of L, in its recent KKeeutive (’'oimcil ineel- 
itig in Muiiiii, has already definitely indicated the 
tremU Tlieir report slates that the nation \s workers 
fffi wage iiieiTases to keep pace with rising 
pmluetivity 

The Federal ion pointist out that since 1114*1, wIjUc 
Iirodiietivity lias risen 13/i |HTcciit, ‘"rear- wages 
of factory workers have risen only 7 percent, and 
the tnerage for all workers* i.s much less than that. 

The rc|uirt states lliat a serious economic sluiii|t 
faces the nathm unless the buying power of I in* 
workers iticreases. The gap between production and 
imrehasing j»ower is widening all the lime, and if 
it lun! Tiot been that the armed serviecs expanded 
their forces liy more than half a million last year, 
onr unemfduyment ligure would certainly have been 
increased. 

The A.F* *d* L, rcjiort quotes the t*oiincil of Hco* 
nomie Ad viscid as estimating that our economy must 
expainl m the rate of $10 to $12 billion a year at 
the mininuim, if our work force is to be kept cm' 
ploycfl. But by the same token it gives warning timi 
‘*a vigoi'oiis growtli in eonsnmption" will also be 
needed to maintain full employmeni as onr defense 
expcndilnres level off. 

In the words of the report: 

“If the present trends arc permitted to continue, 
ami wages are allowed to lag further liehind incr'cas* 
ing piHKlnetivity, a sharp and destructive ciirtail- 
nicnt in AmerieiFs ec<momic activity will be inevi- 
table. Tliis will mean a cut in production, a ilrop in 
business and n heavy rise in unemployment, " 

There was an interesting commentary on lliis siin- 
at ion in a recejit issue of i'ommonireftl magas^iiie. 
This account stated ; 

“M(mt cmfjloycm have long been reluctant to grant 
wage increases uti the basis of incmised produclivity* 
Aside from the difnciilty of computing lalmrs exact 
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sitnre ill such inereases. it Is liard lo see why this 
reluctance shoulil <*xist. It would smn that gains 
resulting from incn'ascd out]>ut per man hour shoiibl 
be sf>lit three ways, witli the cini>hvyer getting more 
]>n>(its* thi' worker liigUer wages and the consumer 
lower |unces. Fcrlaialy denying |iroductivity raises 
lo workers does not seem to offer them imieli incentive 
for higher pnaluetion/' 

It is our hope I fiat as our A,F, of L. unions, follow- 
ing the iidviec of onr A.F, of L, Kxccntivc i’minciL 
pre.s.s for wage inereases on the liasis of priKluctivity, 
litany employers will take the attitude of (*ommun* 
#rro/, others will Ik* more foresighted than lu see a 
.single year’s jirofits in the offing, and in onler to 
kci*p our economy strong, our eouiiJrj* strong, ami 
in the long run, their own biisiuesses strong, will go 
along with ii reasonahle program of wage increases 
ganged to pmluclivity.

But oin*e ajmin tlie Irish were 
doometi to disappointment anil al- 
most tlespair when in May ISOO 
the Act of Union wliieh bound 
iireat Britain and Ireland together 
was passiMb The one ray of hope 
w'as Fat hoi ie emaneipatioii — reli- 
gious equality in Ireland- But 
political indepeudenee was still far 
away and famine mid rehell ions 
were yet tn eoiiie. 

Robert Emmet lead a rebellion 
in 1803, but this was of little eon- 
sef I lienee. 

It was in the hrst half of the 
nineteen I h eentiiry that Daniel 


DT'omielh a memiier of tlie British 
Parliament from f'lare, fought so 
hani for the repeal of the Act of 
I'liion and for Irish independence. 

In 184G ilie great jmtato famine 
came to Ireland. In the years of 
the famine which eniled in 1851, 
almnt a million Irish starved or 
died of disease broughl on liy mal- 
nutrition. During the nexi decade 
1.500,000 mtU'c Iri.sh emigrated. 

The famine was followed by the 
Young Trcland reliellioii of 1848. 
The misery of the ptniple gave 
great strength lo ihe secession 
from England movement. From

Since 1021 Irish leaders have 
sought to destroy what they 
termed "Mares in the wheat of 
Irisli indepemlciice,'" the Oaih of 
Allegiance.

In the early Ajoeiican colonies, 
coin J nod ity-eurrencies such as furs, 
tul>aeeo, Rraiii, etc. were used due 
to the extreme .shortage of euiiis. 
At one time wamjmm was the legal 
tender oi^ the British and Dili eh 
colonies in North Aiinn’ic^n (Aiin.s 
in eimilation im-linled the Fnglish 
shilling, French louisdor, and the 
Spanish rlouhloon. 

The enormous ]>rud action of sil- 
ver in the Soutii American mines 
enabled the Spatiianls to mint 
large (juantities of the silver <iol- 
lar, ^^iieli dollars tvere legal tender 
ill the rnited States until 1S5T. 
The Spanish dollar was called the 
piece of eighf being eight 
rvalcs. (A real was a sTiiall silver 
coin woiHi alKJUt 12^2 t^tmts.) In 
Fiiglish, the tcj'iu eight bits'' was 
used; *'|wo bits’* made a ‘Ujuai’- 
ter. '■ 

Massachusetts was the first etil- 
ony lhai soiighl to alleviate the 
shmaage of coins, hi 1 ho2, the 
Beneral Court of AlnssaeJmsetts es- 
taliiislied a mint for the coinage of 
shillings, sixfumce. and thrce[)ence 
pieces. (The ^rassachusetts shill- 
ing was known as the pine tree 
shilling sinee it bore the intfires- 
sion of a j)inc tree). However, the 
English government closed this 
mint in 168G, 


J taring the AMierieaii Kevolu- 
tion, paper currency known as 
Cominental emTency was issued. 
Its value beeanie so small, si net! it 
was not backed either by rnetal 
cuia’ciicy oi- jiatural prodiuUs, that 
''not worth a eoriiineritaF’ became 
a common saying. After tlte adop- 
tion of the i ’onsi ii 111 ion in 178h, 
]>u]ier money was also usctl but 
this was in the form of hank notes 
and not F'ederal eiii rency. Follow- 
i?ig the Dec la ration of Independ- 
ence and up to the adoption of the 
Constitution, the minting of cop- 
per mie-eeii1 eoins was autliorizcd 
uiiflei' |irivaie eontracl. The.se 
coins, bearing tlie Inscrifitions 
' ' Time Flies'* and *‘Mind Yon r 
Business,” are known to collectors 
as the Franklin cent, although no 
evidence exists that Benjamin 
Fi'anklin had anytlihig to do with 
the design. 

Ill duly of ITSb tlie decimal sys- 
tem of roinage I'eeom mended liy 
Thom as deff'er'soii was adoiUed by 
Congress, making the Cnited 
Slates the fi?st country in the 
wmrhl to adopt ibis systenn 

First coins of tltc Cnited Slates 
were autliurizcd in the Act of 
April 2, 1782. Tliis provided for 
tlte eslaldislmuntl t>f a mint and 
the isstnmee of the following coins: 
g(d<l eagles ( eacfi of the value of 
ten units or dollars i, half eagles, 
ipiarter eagle.s: silver dollars^ half 
dollars, qiiart<'r dollars, dimes and 
half dimes; copper cents and half 
cents. 


i tf course, many changes have 
occurred over the veal's in the laws 
gijverning coinage and in the coins 
themselves since the original act* 
Toda 3 % the Cnited Stales issues 
si an da nl silver dollars, subsidiary 
silver coins in denouiiiiations of bO 
cents, 25 mits, lO cc^iiis, and minor 
coins of five cems aiid one cc^nU 

The Nation s coins are maimfac- 
tiirerl by tJie Treasury I department 
tlirough the Bmeau of the iMint, 
The first 5lirit of the Cnited Stales 
tvas estahiislied in Bhihulelphia in 
1792 witli David Kittenhouse as its 
Direetor. (It was protected l>y one 
watchman, a b<dl and a dog called 
*‘Nero, ” lln“ first of several such 
watchdogs iliat kept guard over 
the mint foi- moie than a tpiarter 
of a ccntiiryi. In addition to the 
]mreiit mint at Phiiadelphia, coin- 
age nunts wiuv set up at Ban 
h'rancisco in IS-id and at Denver in 
llhlli. 

Selection o( designs for our 
coins is imnie by the Director of 
1 he Mint with llio a]>proval of the 
Secret ar\' of the Treasury. Fon- 
gress has, in a few instances, ]) re- 
scribed a coin desigiq such as in 
the case <>f the Washington bi-cen- 
tcnnial 25 -cent [)iece issued from 
1932. KxeefU by Act of Congre.ss, 
tile ilesigii on a coin may nut be 
changed more tlmn once in 25 
yea rs.

electric induct ion furnaces mid 
tlieii cast in lit thin bars aceortling 
to the sixe of tlie coins for which 
tlmy arc to he used.

This poem by Jessie B. Rittcnbouse 
has always fascinated me. It has so 
much truth and ^ood a<lvice in its 
simple lines. The lesson that 1 think 
the lines teach is this: A re you 

Ketting- the best out of life? Are you 
^^etting^ the full value from every 
hour? from every day? Ai-e you 
making the most of your opportuni- 
ties and advantages, your talents and 
ambitions?” 

Ladies, don't ever let life ”sell you 
shoit.” You get from life, oniy what 
you ask of it, no more, no less- And 
as Mrs. Rittenhouse says, why ask 
for a penny when you can have a 
fortune? 

So much for the general philosophy. 
Now for some practical application-^ 
how 1 think the lesson of this poem 
fils into our everyday lives. 

First, how many of us have dreams 
and ambitions, but stifle them in the 
humdrum existence of keeping house, 
cooking, washing and ironing. We 
don't need to. No life is so busy that 
we cannot find some few hours to do 
the things we long to do, to learn the 
skills to which we aspire. 



Jean Miles, as a girl in school, 
loved to play tennis and she was 
pretty good. She even ha{l dreams of 
becoming state champion. But then 
she married young and the babies 
came along. Last summer Jean de- 
ckled she was just too tied down. She 
was cross and impatient and disgusted 
with life. Then an old girt friend 
called up and asked her to play ten- 
nis again. She did, arranging to play 
when it would not interfere with her 
household schedule. She*s like a dif- 
ferent person. She won a cu]> pre- 
sented by the City Athletic Associa- 
lion and her husband was proud as 
punch. 

Maybe you have no spoilt talent 



like Jean. Maybe you don't have any 
talent at all. But is there something 
youM like to try — maybe you always 
wanted to try to paint. Remember, 
llrandma Moses became a great suc- 
cess at 75 for her artistic prowess. 
Ami busy men like Winston Churchill 
and President Eisenhower find relaxa- 
tion in this pleasaTvt pastime. 

Whatever It is you long^ to do, strive 
to do it regardless of what it is — 
ballet dancing, bridge playing, writ- 
ing — as long as it hurts no one else 
and does not make you shirk duties 
and obligations, it's good. 

And now for another phase in this 
“Bargain With Life,” 

Are you getting all the enjoyment* 
companionship, .satisfaction out of 
your relationships with your chil- 
dren, other relatives and friends that 
you should? In other words, are you 
gettiTig the best out of every phase 
of your life? If the answer is no, 
and in 1)0 percent of the cases it will 
1 k!, ask yourself why. 1-ots of times 


the fault is not youi*s— bnf—if you 
were different, had a different atti- 
tude, might not others assume a new 
attitude too? 

Ladies, try a little experiment with 
me. For one week, just assume that 
everybody with whom you come in 
contact is doing the ^st that he 
can — expect the best from them and 
youl! be surprised how often you'll 
get it. For one whole week, don't 
criticize, condemn or complain. Smile, 
be cheerful and praise every single 
thing you can. Try to find something 
on which to compliment each member 
of your family, your neighbors, the 
tradesmen, friends, every day for a 
week- If something pleases you — 
show it. Pve known those who tried 
this and said the results were little 
short of a miracle. Perhaps the re- 
suit was in others, perhaps it %vas 
within themselves— I don't know, but 
I do know they told me they were 
happier. 

In other words, they bargained 
with life for more than they were 
getting and they got more. 

And in this tough old bargain with 
life, there's one hard, fast imle. You 
gel out of life what you put into it. 
So — by the taws of logic, to get the 
best out of life, you've got to put 
your best into it. It's not really so 
hard. Practiced faithfully for a little 
while, it gets to be a habit— a nice 
habit' — that pays a terrific dividend. 

There's an old saying: “If you feel 
blue, do something for somebody 
quick I” 

.And ladies, that really works also. 

Last week, my mother said she w^as 
feeling de|iressed and weary. Then 
she thought of a neighbor of ours 
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who has been nursing an hivabcl hus- 
band for weeks. Mom got busy in 
the kitchen and made one of the most 
luscious cakes you ever saw. She 
fixed it on a nice tray with a fancy 
doily anti earned it to our neighbor, 
Mis. Markham. The neighbor was so 
delighted with it and so gratefiil, 
that Mom said she felt good all over. 
And shehl been so busy making the 
cake and sUaighteiiing up the kitchen 
that she forgot wdiy she was sad. 

Well girls, time's running out. Just 
take a tip today from the little poem 
^*My Wage/' Don't settle with life 
for a penny. Don't just give a penny 
and don't just get a penny. When it 
comes to your bargain with life be 
a millionaire!

L. I*. 1. ST. l.ori.S, \IO.— One of the 

moiit impoKiint assists Ut th(? elect ncal 
industry in any community is its eke- 
trical inspection department, and Lhc 
eflfkiency of this tlepartnuml di‘pends 
upon its inspect* ns. 

The inteifnty iind sincerity of these 
inspectors nitnin pj-olection to the 
home owner, the manufiicturinp: plant, 
and all users of eleetrieui current. We 
ai-e fortunate in St. Louis and St. 
I..ouis Coufiiy to have dc part meats 
with hiKh ealibtn’ men, 

St, Louis is unique in that it is not 
in any county. It has its own sherilT, 
marshals, criminal and d%'il courts. 
Its electrical Inspection department is 
operated hy the City of SL Louis, and 
it issues its own lfc{Hises to do busi- 
ness, and make examinations of all 
persons apply! nir for electrical li- 
censes. TliiO'c is a four-man board of 
director. 1 . The twiaid inclutles a it*p- 
resentative from the fire undenvrit- 
ers, on<» from the City of SI. Louis, 
an electrical contractor, and a mem- 
ber iTpi-e^senlinif Irfa^al Xo, 1. These 
men meet once a month to ixovern 
the tdectrical industry and to pass on 
the qualifications of those who wish to 
enter the electrical inilustry. 

The inspection t>f electrical installa- 
lions was done ori^ximilly by the St, 
Louis Hoanl of Fire Underwrite rs, 
which wa.s ciperalod by the insurance 
companies. About 40 years ago, the 
city passed (trdinances creating the 
Fleet Heal Inspection department as 
part of ihi- Department of Public 
Utilities, Since then, the depailnient 
has hin-d its own inspectoi's, most ot 
whom have come from the Firv Un- 
de nv liters. Today, the department 
operates iindia- th<‘ National Electric 
code with many additiimal rules made 
by laws eiiacied hy the Hoard of 
Aldermen of Hu* City of St. Louis, 
Once 11 mouth examiimlirms ai*e given 
to prosjo'clive f*lecirical con tractor.^ 
and electrical supeiwisors ffir con- 
tractors. During the year, only about 
5 peiTenl of the applicants pas.s the 
examinations. 

St, I-ouis rouiiLy ojK'rale,s its own 
inspection bunt*au ami has no connec- 
tion with the St, Louis office. How- 
ever, both f^ffices ccMiperale ami ex- 
change information for the iHdler effi- 
ciency of both ofllct'S. 

The St, Louis County office is un- 
der the supeiwision of Walter A, 
Mason, a vetenin Local No. 1 mem- 
ber. He helped orgnni/*e and begin 
operations in the office sevoi'al years 
ago. 

Formerly each small incorporated 
area had its own electrical inspf'ctor 
— usually a man with ;i limited 
knowli'dge of the business and a full- 
time day joh which meant he did the 
inspecting after w<?rking hours, Tn 
the unincoi-pomted area, inspections 


were made by the insursmee compa- 
nies, and there were no enforcement 
laws. With the enactment of county 
laws, this bureau w^as sel up to take 
in the entire county. Now instead of 
each con tractor having in purchase 
about 10 difTerent licenses the 
various cummunitieS| the onr* c{*ntial 
huieau means one license for I la; en- 
tire county. 

Local No, J members have long en- 
joyed a chw? working arrangement 
with the City of Si, Louis, and with 
the St, Limis County inspection df- 
pailment. In the latter, all inspecloi-s 
have been veteran memhc-i>; <»f Local 
1. The members nf kith bureaus en- 
joy fine working conditions and wages 
with the usual vacationi! and N-nefits, 
Frank G, Kai ffman, P,S.

buiefit of the many Rrotheiti who 
from time to time like to visit our 
Florida art*a; I would like to make 
dear the hardship that has developed 
in this state due to the numemus 
members eiHleavonng to sjauid u 
winter here. 

First I want yon all U* know that 
we arc not bles.sed wdth iiidustries, 
All our industiy is confined to citrus, 
phosphate and tourists. We have very 
little munufjiclunng of any tuiture. 
Tourists are our major s<mrce of 
revenue, Tliis being the case most id 
our e (forts arc directed towarfl the 
building of hotels, molds, homes, etc.* 
for their accommtHlation* To accom- 
plish this end we endeavor ti> have 
these necommodations complettHl by 
October, or No%^ember 1st at the lat- 
est This is always the deuilline that 
ai'chitiicts ami prime cirntnictors aim 
ut. 

We do find that the work carries 
on fairly w'ell up to the holidays. Thi*n 
the w'ork for the next season stalls 
to take life on the diiiwing boa ids of 
ai'ehitects and in th«r officers of the 
prime Ciiiitnictois. We lia%e found ill 
past years of exijetience that it is 
March 1st to 15th before our suh-con- 
tractors again are calh'd upon to 
work. Tlie point T am trying to maki' 
is that we have a seasonal "slow 
spell” ju,st as you do up North when 
you have heavy freezes. This leaves 
us in It position where wc find it very 
ilifficiilt to supply work for the many 


\vho have U-iiriied tej enjoy our fine 
winter weather. 

I am trying tn give you all the pic^ 
tore :iH it is because wo feel very 
consdous fd the fact that many north- 
ern locals have given employment itv 
our members, and it would be hard 
for some of you to undersUind why 
we Eire unable to reciprocate. 1 know 
that this thought must go through 
the mind of a visitor and there are 
h uml reds every win tor, 

I have im my desk a list of fil 
visiting card members who have 
registered, also about the same num- 
ber of wiremen without any card that 
have registered. Now a<ld to that, 
those who have not made their pres- 
ence kniiwn and arc out doing dtre- 
trical work for any cheap price they 
can gel so as to make their Florida 
stay cost them veiy little. Then you 
have a fair picture of why wc cannot 
repay all the many courtesies <*x- 
tendeil to us when employed in your 
various jurisdklians.

Lesson in Producing 
Small Local Paper 

I,, l , IHO, VAU.KJU. CALIF.— A bi}i 
lobaccti company is currently adver- 
tising that “something woiiderful hap- 
pens to 5 ’ou” each time you smtike 
one t»f their cigarettes. We have 
learned to take such advertising with 
a grain of salt, but there is a simi- 
lat^ effect from another cause that 
is very, vci'y true. 

Something wonderful dr/c^f happen 
when you start to edit and publish 
a small monthly newapaiier for a 
local union. You get comments and 
criticism from membeig you seldom 
see and never hear from otherwise. 
You get many news items from 
luu’ctnfore hidden sources, items both 
good and had. But, most importunt, 
you get letters fi'om local unions all 
over the country — fi'om peoide you 
never heard of — fiom people youTe 
very gUul to start a correspoiiflencc 
wifti. In our five biief months of 
publishing our little local union paper 
"Hot Sparks,” we have leceived more 
til an a score of letters from Brothers 
fhrmighout the United States and 
l>arts of Canada- — friendly, cheerful 
letters that we might never have 
rec* ■ I ve il ot h e r w i SG . 

Since many of the writers ask 
about how to start a similar paper, 
perhaps this column 'would be a good 
place to give a brief synopsis for 
others that may be interested. 

To begin with, we have a small 
local — just 42ff members, more than 
half of which aix- marine and main- 
Hmunce wi remen employed at Mare 
Island Naval Shij>yard and other 
government installations in our area. 
Thus, we have to watch our pennies, 
like so many others. The idea vvas 
conceived 'while casting al>out for 
means of increasing interest anmng 
the membership and increasing at- 
tendance at regular meetings and 
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(ilher functions. (Our attendance has 
inci^easiKl over 100 (jej-cent fluHiif,^ the 
past five months.) 

The first two issues of *'Hot Sparks'* 
were typed on stencils and run off 
on a niimeoj^raph machine, folded 
by hand and put in unst^aled, t%vo- 
cent envelopes, which presented fpiitc 
a bit of work, but the cost was low. 
These editions cost us alKiut $12.oP 
per month, including mailing. 

Then we discovertKl that by having- 
the paper (ninteil by a prinlinir com- 
pany, we could g:et nearly twice the 
copy on the same sine pa|MM% get a 
much neater and more legible job, 
and the cost w^asn't excessive. After 
paying S7,0(l for a masthead cut 
and a smaller cut for the eilitorial 
page, we nmv have 5flU copies prinli‘d 
each month for al>out $l8JKh 

News items come from local news- 
pa|»eis, from various comm it tee meld- 
ings, from the business manager's 
reports and, most important, from 
the mem hers themselves. Each job 
stew^ard turns in a monthly item 
about his job. 

Our policy is to present any news 
of interest to the memhf?rsbip, hut 
to present it in such a manner that 
it heljis create a desire to attend 
meldings ,ind find out more aVioiit 
nur union activities. That we have 
been Hiiccessfiil is proved by our tn- 
cnniHed at tendance, iticreasetl inter- 
est, better informed niemlteralii]r and, 
above all, the interest created amotig 
other local unions. Yes, something 
wonder f u I happens.

costs. Small wonder the Biitish 
Columbia employers, th rough their 
Cbamlnsrs of Commerce and Manu- 
facture rs* A.ssociation ai’e sternly 
leprimandi ng our new Provincial 
Government for changing the Lalx>r 
Relations Boar<l setup to a pa it time 
basis. Besifies interfering with their 
plans it will undoubtedly encoui'age 
many unions to act on Ibeir own in- 
itiative inslead of that of the em- 
ployer's. Terrific clamor has alsc. 
arisen among the ranks of union offi- 
cials l>ecause of the changes made, 
curiously enough many of these 
clamonng officials have made yearly 
pilgrimages to Victoria to ask the 
government to change the Act. As 
one well known official remarked to 
me on one of these occasions, The re 
is nothing much cdse we could ask 
them to change now, exeeiit the title." 

Two or three years ago, under the 
firovisions of this act, wo would go 
through all the tortuous negotiations 
required, and end up with a ronrilia- 
tion hoard, inevitahly the Board's 
awaifl would not be accejitatde to us 
and u strike vote would follow in 
caser. where the mejiibora were de- 
termined enough* No%vadays I he sit- 
uation is reversed, the einployei's 
learn fast. They reject the award, 


aiul then make a few well diosen re- 
marks about dosing down due to high 
lahoi' costs, agitators, sliortage of 
work, etc* to the local newspaimrs. 
It generally works, espedally if a 
few men are Laid off to give some 
semblance of tnith to the story. The 
men would still have to strike to en- 
force the Board'*s awai'd, so the act 
holds little if any advantage for us. 

Speaking of "agitators," a well 
known No%v Yoik business executive 
recently adiEresscd one of the count 
less conventions held here annually, 
and stated that in his opinion, "agi- 
tators" had been responsible for all 
social progress, and that society owed 
them a gi'eal deal for their courage 
in jniblictzing the defects of the social 
system. In jrassing he mentioned 
that business men generally oppose 
all reforms that show no promise of 
favorably activating either the stock 
market or the cash iTigister. Too bail 
for him if either of the “four Macs" 
licai’ about it* He will be investigates] 
for sine.

wick* the secoml seaport of im]ioi- 
tance in Georiria, is the seat of his- 
toric Glynn County. Located on the 
Atlantic Ocean In the Pine Belt Re- 
j?ion of Geoi'K'ia’s coastal section* it 
is in an area which leads the world 
til I he production of ro.sin and t ur- 
pCTitine. 

Togfcther with the islands of Cum- 
berland, Saint Simmon* Sapeio, Saint 
Cat heri lie’s and Ossaliuw* Hrunswick 
has been historically sijrnificant since 
the discovery of the new worhl.

The city is on a penmsuhi which ex- 
tinids into the harljor* The harlmr in- 
eludes the improves! channel across 
the bay, St* Simmon Sound, Ogle- 
thoriM* Ray, East River, Brunswick 
River and Academy Creek, and Tur- 
tle River, There are in alt alxmt 
.'h* miles of deep water frontage with 
iinijde terminal and w-arehousc facil- 
ities, There is almost unlimited an- 
chorage within the port proper, also 
fresh water anchorage on the waters 
of the Satilla and A It am ah a Rivers* 
Although Biunswick harbor is ah- 
Koluleiy landlocked, it is nearer and 
i‘asier of access to the ojien sea than 
any port on the South Atlantic Coast* 
Vessels of any length may he swung 
in almost any jiart of the harbor, and 
the ease with which vessels are 
handletl caused the lowest rates on 
pilotage and towage to W po*ssible. 
The average time from docks to sea 
is two hours. Vessels rawing up Iti 
30 feet ai'e easily hamlted up to the 
lower buy, where loading benths of

A shrimp fleet averaging 180 or 
more vessels uses the Brunswick bur- 
hor and locnl repair facilities* Many 
Ixiats are individually owneil, f 3 thei-s 
ladong to organised companies with 
headquui'lers here, and many oper- 
ate from bases further ui> the coast 
near Harien.

Victory for Labor 
In New York Area 

L. ir. lifil. NKW Y(tKK. N. V.- For 

the first time in the history of labor 
wage surveys in Federal Government 
establishments, twenty union labor or- 
gan izal ions were represented in a 
wage survey comp let eel here, this 
month by the Area Wage Survey 
Committee. 

This is a definite victory for union 
labor. In past suiweys conductei! 
here, union tabor, as a representative 
body, has never lR*en consulted nor 
permitted to act in concert with any 
Fediu"il wage surv»*y ciimmittee. 

This com mi live was c*»mpnsed i>f 2! 
two-man teams charged with the task 
of gathering wage data and “cost-of- 
living” prices existent in the gi’eater 
metropolitan area of New York. It 
was hea<li»d by Louis Kaplan. Navy 
Department civilian representative 
with an official Navy Department ob- 
server sitting in on all con fere nces 
heiil since the inception of the survey 
by the (Committee last Seplembi?r. The 
22 teams were selected from labor 
personnel empltiyed in the? New Vi>rk 
Naval Shipyrml, the Bayonne (New 


Jeiwy) Shipyard and Supply Depot, 
and from other local naval activitjes. 

One hundred seventy-nine firms in 
this area were %isited by these leanm 
to ascertain what wages were pa ill by 
these firms to their empb^yeg for 
comparable work performed in the 
New York Naval Shipyard and its 
kindred establishments. While no com- 
plete report has been issued for pub- 
lication, it was learned lhal union 
electricians surpassed non-union elec- 
tricians« in wage-scale earnings, by 
more than pei* hour. Both union 

and federally emplityed elecLricans en- 
joy many fringe benefits such as paul 
hfdidays, vacation and sick loaves. 
Non-union journeyman-ebctricans do 
not. All government trades are oper- 
ating on the 8-hoyr day, 40-hour 
work- week basis with time and one- 
ludf for overtime. Non-union shops 
opi’nile on a 4S-hoyr week as standard 
mu line in most cases, Seldom is extra 
compensation paid to these non-union 
jouimeymen for hours worked beyond 
this period, other than on a straight- 
time basis. 

Througluiul the country all em- 
ployes in Federal civilian service, 
doing a like work as our Uiothers 
here, are awaiting the mlease of Ihi^ 
Area Wage Suiwey Committee's re- 
port with intensf? interest. Their in- 
terest stems from their desiie to si*f*k 
a wage hike. It was, because of the 
inadequacy of the wage scale, paid 
in the past to local Federal labor, (o 
maintain the present standard of liv- 
ing, that this survey was diunandeil 
ami it was made with the view to 
receiving a substantial increase in pay 
to bring the scale up to the levels of 
decent living.

UayiitK $7.('0 for a masthead cut and 
a smaller cut for the editorial page, 
we now have bPO copies printed each 
month for about
